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President Asks 
Excise Tax Cut 


By DOUGLAS B. CORNELL 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson formally submit­ 
ted to Congress today his bid to 
cut excise taxes by nearly $4 
billion, and gave assurance he 
sees no indication that spending 
for defense of the free world 
would upset, the planned reduc­ 
tion. 
The president filled in the 
chinks in a program he already 
had announced Saturday. And 
he said that the recommenda­ 
tions “will accomplish, prudent­ 
ly and responsibly, a major re­ 
form of the excise tax struc­ 
ture.” 
The Johnson plan would elim­ 
inate some of the existing ex­ 
cise taxes on July I, with a 
total slash of $1.75 billion on 
that date and with a reduction 
of the same amount effective 
next Jan. I.

LEAVE JUNE 19 
FOR TRAINING 


Thirty-two ROTC cadets, from 
Gettysburg College are shaping 
up for six weeks of Army train­ 
ing 
at 
the 
nation’s 
largest 
ROTC camp which will be held 
in Pennsylvania. 
They will train at Indiantown 
Gip Military Reservation from 
June 19 to July SI. 
The 
Army 
estimates 
that 
more than 3,000 ROTC cadets 
will undergo intensive training 
at Indiantown Gap this summer. 
Hie cadets will represent 54 
colleges and universities from 
seven states and the District of 
Columbia. 
The six weeks training under 
simulated combat conditions is 
a requirement for every ROTC 
man 
who wants 
an officer’s 
commission in the Army. A ca­ 
det usually attends camp, an in­ 
tegral part of the Army’s four- 
year training program, during 
the summer between his Junior 
and Senior years in college. 
Upon graduation, if he com­ 
pletes the classroom work with 
the required grades and proves 
himself as officer m aterial dur­ 
ing the summer training pro­ 
gram, he receives his Army 
commission as a second lieuten­ 
ant. Each year, the Army esti­ 
m ates that approximately 14.* 
OOO officers are graduated from 
the ROTC program. 
The encampment will be un­ 
der the supervision of the Ar­ 
my’s XXI Corps, commanded 
by Maj. Gen. Van H. Bond, but 
a special staff will be set up to 
handle the ROTC’s training pro­ 
gram headed by Col. Winston I. 
Jones, professor of military sci­ 
ence at Lafayette College, East­ 
on.

500 
active 
Army personnel, who are pres­ 
ently assigned to duties with 
Army ROTC Instructor Group 
Detachments at colleges and uni­ 
versities.

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Homesick Stowaway Breaks 
Out Of Computer' Crate 
After 92 Hours In Flight

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Brian 
Robson, 19, is a homesick Welsh 
traveler who tried to express 
himself home from Australia in 
a crate aboard a jet airliner. 
Robson, 
who 
said 
he 
was 
trying to 
get to 
Britain 
as 
cheaply 
as 
possible, 
shipped 
himself C.O.D., billed as a com­ 
puter. 
After 92 hours — the last 14 
spent stalled on what seemed an 
interminable 
stopover 
— 
the 
youth decided to emerge from 
the box and see where he w as. 
“I wasn’t too healthy,” said 
Robson in the prison ward of 
County General Hospital, where 
Immigration Service authorities 
took him Sunday after smashing 
open the box in an airport ware­ 
house. 
N A IL E D IN CRATE 
He said three companions had 
nailed him into the crate in Mel­ 
bourne and forwarded him to 
Sydney on an Ansett-Australian 
National 
Airlines 
plane. 
The 
crate measured 30 bv 26 by 38 
inches and was provided with 
•pedal panels which were sup­ 
posed to break when he ham­ 
mered on them. 
But they didn’t. Instead, his 
ham m er did, and he had to call 
for help. He got help, but now 
he wonders where it is going to 
fe t him. 
He hopes authorities, now that 
he’s been booked on federal 
charges as a stowaway and Hie- 
entrant to the United States, 
will deport him home to Cardiff, 


South Wales. He left IO months 
ago, with the Australian govern­ 
ment paying his fare under a 
program to attract skilled set­ 
tlers. 
SCARED, HOMESICK 
Robson, smiling and talking 
cheerfully, sipped at soup and 
milk attendants gave him to 
relieve 
his dehydrated 
condi­ 
tion. 
‘‘I was dead scared from the 
moment 
I 
started,” 
he said. 
‘‘But I just couldn’t afford to get 
home any other way and I had 
to make it.” He said his disap­ 
pointment with his Australian 
railroad job and his home-sick- 
ness got the better of him. 
His training as an apprentice 
electrician gave him the idea of 
labeling his crate “ Ajax junior 
computer.” 
ROUGH H ANDLING 
“ But they sure didn’t handle 
it like a computer,” he said. ‘‘At 
one point they turned me upside 
down and left me that way for 
22 hours. What a headache I had 
when they finally righted me.” 
He arrived in Los 
Angeles 
aboard a Pan American flight 
from Sydney — a 21-hour, 7,716- 
mile hop. In the crate the 5-foot- 
8, 140-pound Robson carried a 
small suitcase, two pint-sized 
water bottles, two magazines, a 
flashlight to read by ami seven 
cookies.

Red China Touts Victory' 
Of Atomic Test; Promises 
'Never To Be First' In Use

TOKYO (AP) — Communist 
China today called its second 
atomic explosion “a great victo­ 
ry ” but tried to cushion the 
shock 
among 
its 
dismayed 
neighbors by promising it will 
never be the first to use nuclear 
weapons.

same time, said that President 
Johnson’s

the first Chinese explosion sev­ 
en months ago still holds.

nations against Chinese atomic 
blackmail.

People’s Daily said today. “ It is 
the sincere hope of the Chinese 
people that there will never be a 
nuclear war.” 


JAPANESE CRITICAL 
In Japan, the reaction to the 
explosion was sharp and criti­ 
cal. The government said 
it 
would make a strong protest 
and 
leftist organizations, nor­ 
mally friendly to Peking, de­ 
plored what they called a men­ 
ace to peace. 
The 
Kyodo 
news 
agency 
called it a time bomb blown up; 
in Japan's back yard. 


The newspaper Mainichi said: 
“ However little radioactive dust 
falls over Japan, we are fed up 
with it. What the Japanese peo­ 
ple really seek is an immediate 
halt to all nuclear tests for the 
sake of mankind.” 
The 
Chinese 
did 
not 
say 
whether the second bomb was 
dropped from an airplane or 
was touched off from a tower on 
the ground. Use of the words 
“over the western areas” was 
seen by the Japanese as an indi­ 
cation it 
had 
come 
from

plane, lf so, this would mean 
that the Chinese have at least 
limited delivery capability. In 
announcing the Oct. 16, 1964. 
explosion, the Chinese did not 
use the word “over.”
